sion is represented by Milwaukee 
attorney Jim Kororn, a" specialist: in 
public sector employment law. The 
poiice chief is represented by Kau- 
kauna's city attorney, Donald 
Green. 

Bi|elow is accused of covering 
up the reported sexual abuse of a 
juvenile boy by former Boy Scout 
leader Larry Harm in 1975. Hahn 
led the Sea Scouts, who met in 
Kaukauna, for almost 20 years. Big- 
elow was a friend of Hahn and an 
adult adviser to the Scouts. He was 
often present at . the Kaukauna 
meeting site, former Scouts have 
said. . 

Harm was convicted this oast 
May on felony counts of sexual as-

Closed-door 
Bigelow review 
draws protest

KAUKAUNA — The attorney representing sus- 
pended police officer John Bigelow said today 
that the Police & Fire Commission had no legal 
right to consider charges against his client be* 
hind closed doors. 

"They have absolutely no business reviewing 
those charges in closed session/' said Madison 
attorney Gordon McQuiilen. "That is a severe 
deprivation of my client's rights. I searched the 
statutes in vain looking of a section that allows 
them to do that." 

After the closed session Tuesday afternoon, 
Chairman Rinert Wenzel said the commission 
had scheduled a two-day public hearing to begin 
July 12 on charges of "dereliction of duty filed 
against Bigelow by Police Chief William Apple- 
ton. 

The commission also voted to retain Appleton 
City Atty. Greg Carman to provide the commis- 
sion with legal advice during the hearing. Kau- 
kauna's city attorney, Donald Green, will 
represent the police chief and act as a quasi- 
prosecutor, calling witnesses against Bigelow. 

Bigelow is accused of ignoring reports in 1975 
that Boy Scout Leader Larry Hahn was sexually 
abusing Sea Scouts. Bigelow, who has been on 
the Kaukauna police force for 18 years, was an 
adult adviser to the Scouts and was often at the 
Scoufs "Kaukauna Sea Base in uniform. 

Hahn pleaded guilty May 4 to felony counts of 
second-degree sexual assault and child pornog- 
raphy and to a misdemeanor charge of using a ' 
juvenile for sexual gratification. The investiga- 
tors who broke the case identified 16 victims and 
said the sexual abuse of juvenile boys had gone 
on for almost two decades. . : 

In a letter to Wenzel, Appleton said Bigelow 
was told by several Sea Scouts in 1975 about an 
incident in which Hahn attempted to sexually 
molest a juvenile boy while armed with a knife. 
Bigelow never filed a report or informed his su- 
perior officers about the allegations, Appleton 
wrote.

to Sea Scouts, many of whom were 
too young to legally drink. A third 
charge states that Bigelow once 
demonstrated the use of his squad 
car's emergency lights on a city 
street at the request of a Sea Scout. 

McQuiilen called the charges 
" outrageous" this morning, and 
said he will seek their outright dis- 
missal. At the very least, he said, he 
will seek to have* the hearing post- 



poned so that he can prepare his 
client's case. 

McQuiilen said Bigelow denies 
ever hearing the accusations 
against Hahn. <i 

"We think this stuff is enti. ' ? 
falser" McQuiilen said. " These 
charges are ill-founded, inappro- 
priate, untimely and excessive. 

In addition to Wenzel, three com- 
mission members were present at 
Tuesday's meeting — Robert De 
Bruin, Jacquelyn Van Abel and 
Russel De La Hunt. Commissioner 
Donald Kessler is out of town. No 
one else was present. 

Wenzel said Green had requested 
two days for the public hearing.

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Hahn enters plea agreement

A former Boy Scout leader ac- 
cused of enticing teen-age boys into 
sexual activity appeared in court 
for the first time Thursday and 
quickly entered pleas of guilty to 
three of seven charges that had 
been lodged' against him. 

Sentencing for Larry R. Hahn, '45, 
was scheduled for 3 p.m. July 12 by 
Outagamie County Circuit Judge 
Dee Dyer, who accepted the guilty 
pleas after Hahn waived his right 
to a preliminary hearing. The re- 
maining four charges were dis- 
missed and read inro rhe record for 
consideration in sentencing. A pre- 
sentence investigation was ordered. 

For the past two decades, Hahn 
was the leader, or li skipper/' of the 
Bay Lakes .Area Sea* Explorers, 
commonly called Sea Scouts. The 
charges involved three boys, ages 
15. 16 and 17. Two of the boys had 
been given the rank of "bos'rT un- 
der Hahn's leadership. The group 
met in Kaukauna. 

The charges cover the time pe- 
riod between October 19S6 and Oc- 
tober 19S8. The criminal complaint 
states that Hahn engaged in oral 
sex with the boys and took dozens 
of photographs featuring the boys 
in sexually explicit poses. He re- 
portedly told the boys that the pho- 
tographs were being sent to Ja'pan. 

A police official said Hahn's sex- 
ual activity with minors dates back 
to the 1970s. Investigators have 
identified more than 10 victims,

spanning two generations of 
Scouts, but the statute of limita- 
tions has expired in many cases. 

Hahn, 431 £. South River St, 
faces up to 20 years imprisonment 
under the three charges. He 
pleaded guilty to felony charges of 
second-decree sexual 'assault and 



child pornography (photographing 
a boy engaged in sexually explicit 
contact). The third charge, commit- 
ing an act of sexual gratification 
with a juvenile, is a misdemeanor. 

Being read into the jecord are 
two felony counts -of second-degree 
sexual assault, one felony count of 
child pornography and one felony 
count' of enticing a child into a 
"building with the intent to engage 
in sexual gratification. 

Hahn entered the pleas under an 
agreement reached berween de- 
fense attorney Leonard Kachinsky 
and Assistant Dist. Atty, John Des 
Jardins. The agreement allows for 
possible charges from two other ju- 
risdictions, Door County and a fed- 
erally controlled island off the Door 
County peninsula, to be read into 
the record.
